Mr. Nurnberger cashed the check and the negro

FLOATING IN THE RIVER. 


The Body of a Man Who Had Been Mur- 
dered. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., August 30.—[Special.] 
About 10 o’clock this morning the body of a 
man was found floating in the river at the foot 
of Main street. The body, when seen, was 
within a few feet of the shore, and by the aid 
of a long plank it was pulled to the 
bank, when a sickening sight met the gaze of 
those present.

Much of his flesh had fallen 
from his body, and his entrails were entirely 
gone. After a coroner’s inquest, the body was 
buried by the authorities. 


ARRESTED FOR ARSON. 


An Ex-Preacher Confesses to Firing His 
Warehouse. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., August 30.—S. C. Stone, an 
ex-preacher, who has had, at different times, 
charge of half a dozen places in Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas, and at one time was presiding 
elder in the Greenville, Miss., district, was today 
arrested on the charge of arson. Mr. Stone came 
to Memphis six months ago and started a storage 
warehouse, which was destroyed by fire a month 

. He again started in business on Jefferson 
street, and a fire was discovered in this place last 
night, which the department suppressed with 
trifling damage. 

Stone was seen leaving the storage house a few 
minutes before his first place of business was de- 
stroyed, This aroused suspicion, which led to his 
arrest today. He makes no denial of the charge. 
He says he is a victim of the morphine habit, and

Martin Anthony, a negro employed by Stone, 
was also arrested. He says Stone asked him sev- 
eral times to fire the place, but he refused, fearing 
the consequences.

John Forbes, who did the damage, was

his wife. : 

The story runs that Alexander, with his wife 
and her sister, who is Forbes’s wife, was attend- 
ing churchin Reynoldstown. Forbes, itseems, 
hasn't been getting along well with his wife, 
and last night entered the church and went up 
to her. 

Some of the people who were there say he 
caused quite a disturbance, and used some very 
strong language in a loud tone. He claims he 
merely told her to come out, that he wanted to 
talk to her, which she refused to do. 

After the services were over he again ap- 
proached her, and then he and Alexander got 
into a quarrel, . 

As a result, Alexander was knocked sense- 
less by a blow from a rock, and Forbes started 
off. Theinjured negro was carried to his 
home near by, and Dr, Newton was called in. 

This was before 10 o’clock, and ata late hour 
last night the doctor was still with him. 

The injury is pronounced extremely serious, 
and may result in the negro’s death. 

Forbes was detained by a crowd of negroes 
until Patrolman Whitley arrived and arrested 
him. 

He states that he waited outside of the 
church to have a talk with his wife, and when 
she came out he caught her by the-hand. As 
he did so Alexander struck at him. He re- 
turned the blow, and during the row struck 
him with a rock. He then tried to get away, 
but a crowd of negroes stopped him and beat 
him with their fists. 

He declares that he did the striking only in 
self-defense. 

Alexander was nearly killed by a similar 
blow inflicted a year ago by a negro named 
Reynolds.

pnd Is Suggested by the Abundant Crops 
| Which He Saw During His Recent 


The cabled reports of meagré harvests in 


Europe, and the memory of the vast crops of 


- gipening grain which Dr, Talmage saw during 
his recent tour in the west, have combined to 
turn his thoughts back to that patriarchal 
time when all the world sent to Egypt to buy 
eorn, and to suggest a gospel lesson. His text 
is Genesis xt111, 3: *Yejshall not see my face, 
except your brother be with you.” 

This summer, having crossed eighteen of 
the United States, north, south, east and 
west, I have to report the mightiest harvests 


_, that this country or any other country ever 
>, -seaped. Ifthe grain gamblers do not some- 
how wreck these harvests, we are about to 


enter upon the grandest scene of prosperity 


" that America hasjever witnessed. But, while 
~ this issoin our country, on the other side of 
> the Atlantic there are nations threatened 


with famine, and the most dismal cry that 
is ever heard will, I fear, be uttered—the 


~ ery for bread. I pray God that the con- 


trast between our prosperity and their want 
may not be as sharp as in the lands 
_ geferred to in my text. There was nothing 
tocat. Plenty of corn in Egypt, but ghastly 
famine in Canaan. The cattle moaning inthe 
stall. Men, women and children awfully 
white with hunger. Not the failing of one 
crop for one summer, but the failing of all the 
crops for seven years. <A nation dying for Jack 
of that which is so common on your table, and 
so little appreciated; the product of harvest 
‘field, and gristmill, and oven; the price of 
sweat, and anxiety, and struggle,—Bread! 
Jacob, the father, has the last report from the 
fiour-bin, and be finds that everything is out; 
and he says to his sons: ‘‘Boys, hook up the 


s wagons and start for Egypt, and get us some- 


thing to eat.” The fact was, there was a great 
corn-crib in Egypt. The people of Egypt have 
been largely taxed in all ages, at the present 
time paying between seventy and eighty per 
cent of their products to the government. No 
wonder in that time they had a large corn- 
crib, and it was full. To that crib they came 
from the regions round about—those who were 
famishe#—some payiug for corn in money; 
when the money was exhausted, paying for 
the corn in sheep and cattle, and horses and 
camels; and when they were exhausted, then 
selling their own bodies and their families 
into slavery. 


The morning for starting out on the crusade 


for bread has arrived. Jacob gets his family 
up very early. But before the elder sons start 
they say something that makes him tremble 
with emotion from head to foot, and burst into 
tears. The fact was that these elder sons had 
* onve before been in Egypt to get corn, and 
_ they had been treated somewhat roughly, the 
- Jord of the corn crib supplying them with corn, 
but saying, at the close of the interview: 
“Now, you need not come back here for any 
more corn unless you bring something better 
than money—even your younger brother Ben- 
jamin!” Ah! Benjamin—that very name was 
suggestive of all tenderness. The mother had 
died at the birth of that son—a spirit coming 
and another spirit going—and the very thought 
of parting with benjamin must have béen a 
a heart-break. The keeper of this corn crib, 
nevertheless, says to these older sons: ‘‘There 
is no need of your coming here for any more 
corn unless you bring Benjamin, your father’s 
darling.”” Now, Jacob and his family very 
much needed bread; but what a struggle it 
would be to give up this son! The 
» Orientals are very demonstrative § in 
their grief, and I hear the outwailing of 
the father as these older sons keep reiterating 
in his ears the announcement of the Egyptian 
Jord, ‘‘¥e shall not see my face unless‘ your 
-brother be with you." “Why did you tell 
them you hada brother?’’ said the old man, 
‘complaining and chiding them. ‘‘Why, 
father,’’ they said. ‘the asked us all about our 
family, and we had no idea he would make 
any such demand upon usas he has made.” 
“No use of asking me,’’ said the father, ‘‘I 
cannot, I will not, _— up Benjamin.” The 
fact was that the old man had lost children; 
and when there has been bereavement in a 
household, and a child taken, it makes the 
other children in the household more precious. 
So the day for departure was adjourned, and 
adjourned, and adjourned. Still the horrors 
of the famine increased, and louder moaned 
the cattle, and wider open cracked the earth, 
and more pallid became the cheeks, until 
Jacob, in despair, cried out to his sons, ‘‘Take 
Dehjamin and be off.”” The older sons tried 
tocheer up their father. They said: ‘We 
have strong arms anda stout heart, and no 
harm will come to Benjamin. We’ll see that 
he gets back again.” ‘Farewell!’ said the 
young men tothe father, in a tone of assumed 
good cheer. ‘‘F'-a-r-e-w-e-l-1!’’ said the old man; 
for that word has more quavers in it when 
pronounced by the aged than by the young. 
Well, the bread party—the bread embassy— 
drives up in front of the corn-crib of Egypt. 
These corn-cribs are filled with wheat, and 
barley, and cornin the husk, for those who 
have traveled in Canaan and Egypt know that 
there is corn there corresponding with our In- 
dian maize. Huzza! the journey is ended. 
The lord of the corn-crib, whoisalsothe prime 
minister, comes down to these arrived travelers, 
and says: ‘“‘Dine with me today. How is your 
father? Is this Benjamin, the younger brother, 
whose presence I demanded?”’ The travelers 
are introduced in the palace. They are worn 
' and bedusted of the way; and servants come 
> in with a basin of water in one hand 
~ and a towel in the other, and kneel 
- down before these newly arrived 
travelers, washing off the dust of the way. 
The butchers, and poulterers, and caterers of 
the prime minister pre the repast. The 
guests are seated in small groups, two or three 
sta table, the food on a tray; all the luxuries 
imperial gardens, and orchards, and 
_ aquariums, and aviaries are brought there, and 
. fe filling chalice and platter. Now is the 
* time for this prime minister, if he has a grudge 
ge Benjamin, to show it. Will he kill 
him, now that he has him in his hands? O, 
no! This Lord of the corn-crib is seated at his 
own table, and he looks over to the table of his 
— and he sends a portion to each of them, 
t sends a larger portion to Benjamin, or, as 
the Bible quaintly puts it: ‘‘Benjamin’s mess 
was five times so much as any of theirs.” Be 
_ quick and send word back with the swiftest 
- €amel to Canaan to old Jacob, that ‘‘Benja- 
- minis well; allis well; heis faring sumptu- 
ously; the Egyptian lord did not mean murder 
and death; but he meant deliverance and life 
when he announced to usonthat day: ‘Ye 
shall not see my face unless your brother be 
with you.’ 9 
Well, my friends, this world is famine- 
‘Struck of sin. It does not yield a single crop 
ying. It is hun- 
bitten. The fact that it does not, cannot,

Coming 
without him we shall fall before we reach the 
corncrib, and our bodies shall be a portion for 
the jackals of the wilderness; but coming with 
the divine Jesus, all the granaries of heaven 
will swing open before our soul,and abundance 
shall be given us. We shall be invited to sit 
in the palace of the king and at the table; and 
while the Lord of heaven is a portioning from 
his own table to other tables He will not forget 


m8; and then and there it will be found that 


our Benjaimin’s mess is larger than all others, 
for so it ought to be. ‘Worthy is the lamb 
that was slain, to receiye blessing, and riches, 
and honor, and glory, and power.” 

I want to make three points. Every frank 
and common-sense man wil! acknowledge him- 
self to be asinner. What are you going to do 
with your sins? Have them pardoned, you 
— How! Through the mercy of God. 

hat do you mean by the mercy of God? Is 
it the letting down of a bar for the admission 
of all, without respect to character? Be not 
deceived. I see a soul coming up to the gate 
of mercy and knocking at the corncrib of 
heavenly supply; and a voice from within 
says: “‘Areycualone?”’ The sinner replies: 
“All alone.” The voice from within says: 

You shall not see my pardoning face unless 
your Divine Brother, the Lord Jesus, be with 
you.” O, that is the point at which so many 
are discomforted. There is no mercy from 
God except through Jesus Christ. Coming 
with Him we are accepted. Coming without 
Him we are rejected. Peter put it 
right in his great sermon 
the high priests when he thundered forth: 
“‘Neither is there salvation in any other. 
There is no other name under heaven among 
men whereby we may be saved.”” O, anxious 
sinner! QO, dying sinner? O, lost sinner! all 
= have got to do is to have this divine 
Benjamin along with you. Side by side, com- 
ing to the gate, all the storehouses of heaven 
will swing open before your anxious soul. Am 
I rightin calling Jesus Benjamin? O, yes, 
Rachel lived only long enough to give a name 
to that child, and with a dying kiss she called 
him Benoni. Afterward Jacob changed his 
name, and he called him Benjamin. The 
meanving of the name she gave was “‘Son of 
my Pain.’’. The meaning of the name the 
father gave was ‘“‘Son of my Right Hand.” 
And was not Christ the Son of pain? All 
the sorrows of Rachel in that hour, when 
she gave her child over into the hands 
of strangers was nothing compared with 
the struggle of God when he gave up his 
only Son. The omnipotent God in a birth 
throe! And, was not Christ appropriately 
called ‘Son of the Right Hand?” Did not 
Stephen look into heaven and see him stand- 
ing at the right hand of God? And does not 
Paul speak of Him as standing at the right 
hana of God making intercessions forus? O, 
Benjamin—Jesus! Son of pang! Son of 
victory! The deepest emotions of our souls 
ought to be stirred at the sound of that 
nomenciature. In our prayers plead His 
tears, His sufferings, His sorrows and His 
death. If you refuse to do it, all the corn- 
cribs and the palaces of heaven will be bolted 
and barred against your soul, and a voice from 
the throne shall stun you with the announce- 
ment: ‘‘You shall not see My face except 
your brother be with you.” 

My text also suggests the reason why so 
many people do not get any real com- 
fort. ou meet ten people; nine of them 
are in need of some kind of condolence. There 
is something in their health, or in their state, 
orin their domestic condition that demands 
sympathy. And yetthe most of the world’s 
sympathy amounts to sbsolutely nothing. 
People go to the wrong crib, or they go in the 
wrong way. When the plague was in Rome 
a great many years ago, there were eighty 
men who chanted themselves to death with 
the litanies of Gregory the Great—literally 
chanted themselves to death, and yet it did 
not stop the plague. And all the music of 
this world cannot halt the plague of the 
human heart. I come to some one whose 
ailments are chronic, and I say: “In 
heaven you will never be sick.” That 
does not give you much comfort. What 
you want is a soothing power for your 
present distress. Lost children, have 
you? I come to you and tell you thatin ten 
ears perhaps you will meet those loved ones 
Sodan the throneofGod. Butthereis but little 
condolence in that. One day is a year without 
them, and ten yearsis asmalleternity. What 
you want is a sympathy now—present help. I 
come to those of you who have lost dear friends, 
and say: ‘‘Try to forget them. Do not keep 
the departed always in your mind.’”” How can 
you forget them when every figure in the 
carpet, and every book, and every picture, and 
every room calls out their name? Suppose I 
come to you and say by way of condolence: 
““God is wise.”” ‘‘O!’’ you say, ‘‘that gives me 
no help.’? Suppose I come to you and say: 
“God, from all eternity, has arranged this 
trouble.” ‘“‘Ah!’’ you say, ‘“‘that does me 
no good.” Then say: ‘‘With the swift 
feet of prayer go direct to the corncrib 
fora heavenly supply.”” You go. You say: 
‘Lord, help me; Lord, comfort me.” But no 
help yet. No comfort yet. It is all dark. 
Whatis the matter? have found. You 
ought to goto God and say: “Here, O Lord, 
are the wounds of my soul, and'l bring with 
me the wounded Jesus. Let his wounds pay 
for my wounds, his bereavements for my be- 
reavements, his loneliness for my loneliness, 
his heart-break for my heart-break. O, God! 
for the sake of the Lord Jesus Christ—the 
God, the man, the Benjamin, the brother—de- 
liver my agonized soul. O, Jesus of 
the weary foot, ease my fatigue. O, 
Jesus of the aching head, heal my 
aching head. O, Jesus of the Bethany sisters, 
rollaway the stone from the door of our 
grave.” That is the kind of prayer that 
brings help; and yet how many of you are get- 
ting no help at all, for the reason that there is 
in your soul, perhaps, a secret trouble. You 
may never have mentioned it to a single 
human ear, or you may have mentioned it to 
some one whois now. gone away, and that 
great sorrow is still in your soul. After Wash- 
ington Irving was dead, they found a little 
box that contained a braid of hair and a minia- 
ture, and the name of Matilda Hoffman, and a 
memorandum of her death, and a remark 
something like this: ‘The world after that 
was a biank tome. I wentinto the country, 
but found no peace in solitade.. I tried to go 
into society, but I found no peace in society. 


There has been a horror hanging over me by 
night and by day, and I am afraid to be 
alone.”’ 


How many unuttered troubles! No human 
ear has ever heard the sorrow. O, troubled 
soul, I want te tell yon that there is one salve 
that can cure the wounds of thegheart, and 
that is the salve made out of thé tears ofa 
sympathetic Jesus. And yet some of you will 
not take this solace; and you try chloral, and 
you try morphine, and you try strong drink, 
and you try change of scéne, and you try new 
business associations, and anything and every- 
thing rather than take the divine jcompanion- 
ship and a foe reed the words of 
my text when it says, ‘You shall not see my 
face again unless your brother be with you. 
O, that you

have said: “Go away from us. You shall not 
have any of this supply. You shall not see 
my face because your brother is not with you.” 
And if we come up toward the door of heaven 
at last, though we come from all luxuriance 
and brilliancy of surroundings, and knock for 
admittance, and it is found that Christ is not 
with us, the police of heaven wil] beat us back 
trom the breadhouse, saying: ‘Depart; 1 
never knew you.” If Jacob's sons, coming 
toward Egypt, had lost everything on the 
way; if they had expended their last shekel ; 
if they had come up utterly exhausted to the 
corncribs of Egypt, and it had been found 
that Benjamin was with them, all the store- 
houses would have been swung open before 
them. And so, though by fatal casualty we 
may be ushered into the eternal world; though 
we may be weak and exhausted by pro- 
tracted sickness—if, in thas last moment, 
we can only just stagger, and faint, and 
fall into the gate of heaven—it seems that all 
the corncribs of heaven will open for our need 
and all the palaces will open for our reception ; 
and tige Lord of that place, seated at his table, 
and all the angels of God seated at their table, 
and all our glorified kindred seated at our 
table, the king shall pass a portion from his 
table to ours, and then, while we think of the

Wheat Exports, 

~ The New York Chronicle, in its article on 
the financial situation, says that our wheat 
exports are mounting up to really phenome- 
hal figures, The total outward movement 
of wheat for August promises ta be nearly 
twice that for July, or twenty-four or 
twenty-five million bushels. 

The Chronicle says that to the 22d, the 
total was already several million bushels in 
excess of the aggregate for the whole of the 
late month. In the week ending August 
22d, according to the figures of the New 
York Produce Exchange, the shipments of 
actual wheat from the Atlantic seaboard 
reached almost six million bushels (5,951,443 
bushels), in addition to which 209,433 bar- 
rels of flour were exported, making together 
the equivalent of nearly seven million bush- 
els of wheat—in exact figures, 6,893,892 
bushels. And this does not cover the ship- 
ments from San Francisco and the Pacific 
coast, which would further swell the aggre- 
gate and make it still more imposing. 

As against the 6,893,892 bushels ship- 
ments for the week in 1891, the shipments 
in the corresponding week Jast year from the 
same points were only 1,710,556 bushels, 
making a difference in favor of the present 
year on that one week of over five million 
bushels. 

The magnitude of the seven million 
shipped of last week will perhaps be better 
appreciated when we say that it is at the 
rate of over three hundred and sixty million 
bushels a year, while the largest full year’s 
shipments in our entire history were only 
about half that amount, namely 186,321,514 
bushels in 1881. In the first two weeks of 
August the exports were not quite so heavy 
as for the third week, but they were yet 
very large, and greatly in excess of the same 
weeks last year. 

The figures compiled by The Chronicle 
show that up to the 22d the exports of wheat 
and flour in August had been over three 
times the amount for the corresponding 
period last year, reaching about sixteen 
milion bushels (15,963,184 bushels), against 
ouly a little over five million bushels (5,169,- 
454 bushels). That is to say, in these three 
weeks in 1891 we sent out nearly eleven 
million bushels more than in 1890. Of the 
15,963,184 total of flour and wheat, 13,419,- 
586 bushels was actual wheat, and of this 
latter 3,592,038 bushels went to the United 
Kingdom, and as much as 9,771,548 bushels 
to the continent of Europe, showing where 
the special need exists. 

The Chronicle says that no wonder a more 
confident feeling prevails in business circles, 
and no wonder the whole tone of the finan- 
cial world has changed. Only a short time 
ago we were sending out an average of six 
and seven millions gold a week. Now we 
are sending out six and seven million 
bushels of wheat a week. Perhaps there is 
no more forcible way of emphasizing the 
difference between the two periods. We 
were supplying Europe’s needs then; we are 
supplying Europe’s needs now, only the lat- 
ter operation is likely to prove a great deal 
more profitable to us, besides being more 
assuring. 


' The War in Chile. 

Now, that the civil war in Chile appears 
to be nearing its end, with the advantage 
on the side of the insurgents, a brief sum- 
mary of the issues involved in the struggle 
will be of interest. 

With a constitution somewhat resembling 
ours, the president of Chile has great power. 
He cannot be impeached. Congress cannot 
attack him, but must hold his cabinet re- 
sponsible when anything goes wrong, and, 
when there is a congressional majority 
against it the cabinet must resign, and the 
president then has to appoint another ac- 
ceptable to congress. 

About two years ago Balmaceda’s cabi- 
net saw that he was determined to disre- 
gard the constitution. The members began 
to resist his arbitrary methods, and the 
president dismissed them, appointing others 
who were objectionable to congress. It 
soon became evident that Balmaceda in- 
tended to govern the countryin his own 
way, and have one of his tools elected his 
successor, thus perpetuating his policy. 

Congress refused to ratify the appoint- 
ment of the new cabinet, and refused to 
make appropriations or authorize the collec- 
tion of taxes. Thecunning Balmaceda re- 
sorted toa trick. He dismissed the cabinet 
and appointed one more acceptable. Then 


‘congress voted the appropriations and taxes. 


Just as soon as this had been done Balma- 
ceda got rid of the honest cabinet, appointed 
a corrupt one, and proclaimed himself dic- 
tator. 

Congress revolted, and, reinforeed by many 
of the best citizens of. the republic, took pos- 
session of nearly all the war vessels, and the 
nitrate beds, and established a provincial 
government at Iquique. 

The war has been raging ever since Janu- 
ary, and, as Balmaceda has controlled the 
regular army and nearly all the territory of 
the country, the insurgents have been com- 
pelled to struggle against great odds. No 
matter which side finally triumphs, it is 
probable that the government will sooner 
or later undergo a constitutional change. 
The events of the past two years have 
shown that it is unsafe to trust the presi- 
dent with too much power. A rich and 
progressive country like Chile cannot afford 
to be at the mercy of a dictator.

An Outline a the a Enterprise—An 
Offer of Land For Parade Ground and 
Clubhouse that May Be Accepted. 


A bright enterprise, which concerns every 

Atlanta military man, was started a few days 

ago, and has received so great an impetus that 

tee success seems assured. Its projectors and 

others who have heard about it think the 
scheme a good one. 

It has been suggested that all the military 
companies of Atlanta unite in erecting a club- 
house, The building will be commodious and 
ornate, and fitted up in the most approved 
fashion. It will occupy a part of an eight- 
acre lot, which the Manchester Land Company 
will give for the purpose if the enterprise is 
carried out on the plans proposed. 

In connection with the clubhouse will be a 
parade ground, suited for prize drills and other 
exhibitions of the kind. This will be laid off 
perfectly level, graded and platted with grass, 
and arranged so that all the companies may 
use itasa parade ground for casual practice 
and public muster. 

The clubhouse will, if the present plans 
are carried out, be much larger than any in 
the entire south, and it is proposed to make it 
the most luxurious armory in the United 
States. It will be large enough to accommo- 
date all the military companies of Atlanta, 
and will be accessible to every one of the sol- 
dier boys. Each organization will have its 
own apartment, furnished to suit its members. 
In the building will be the largest ‘and best 
equipped gymnasium in the south, and there 


will be opened a system of baths similar to | 


those in the Commercial Club, of New Orleans, 
and the Athletic Association, of Memphis. 
There will be a riding school, a bowling alley, 
a billiard room, a shooting gallery and various 
other annexes, altogether making an exten- 
sive establishment. How much the club will 
cost, and how much each company will be re- 
quired to raise, are questions yet to be settled. 

Itisa mammoth scheme, suddenly sprung 
upon the military, and as yet none of the de- 
tails can be given definitely, for nothing posi- 
tive has been decided. But the, enterprise, 
as above outlined, has been talked about in 
military circles and broached by Colonel Cal- 
houn and Colonel John Milledge. At once 
these gentlemen saw the practicability of the 
project, and they will doubtless advocate it 
strongly when the time for actian comes. The 
various captains who were told of the enter- 
prise could not commit themselves, but they 
will bring the matter before their companies. 

The members of the Manchester Land Com- 
pany are enthusiastic about it, and will, at 
their next meeting, move in the matter. 

One of the gentlemen said: ‘It is beyond 
question the most superb military project ever 
thought ofin the south. The company is 
making an effort to render our new suburban 
town the most attractive place in Georgia, an 
if we,succeed in gettting all the military com- 
panies of Atlanta to join in _ building 
a clubhouse it will be an 
important achievement. Of course the 
military resort will not interfere in any way 
with the various armories in the city. It will 
be a pleasant retreat for the soldier boys, and 
they will, by mingling together, be benefited. 
It will be a strong social influence, and so far 
from being hurt, Atlanta will be benefited by 
it. We only conceived the project last Fri- 
day,’so of course I cannot speak definitely or 
authoritively about it. Within the sien 
week we will know all about it.’”’
